India’s Janata 
splits further 


| NEW DELHI, India, April 5 
(AP)— The Janata Party, which 
ruled India from 1977 to 1979. 
disintegrated further today when 
it split for the third time in a year. 

A convention of about 3,000 
former Janata members belonging 
to the Jan Sangh, a right-wing 
Hindu nationalist faction, decided 
to break away and launch a new 
party, Sangh leader L.K. Advani 
told reporters. 

Mr. Advani, information and 
broadcasting minister in former 
Prime Minister Morarji DesaFs 
government, said that the name 
and symbol of the new party 
would be announced later. 

The Janata split further 
weakened India’s divided 
opposition-there are now at least 
six major opposition parties, 
including two communist 
parties— and virtually ended any 
effective challenge to Prime 
. Minister Gandhfs ruling Congress 
Party. It came about a month 
before elections to nine stale legis- 
latures which are widely seen as a 
major test of her hold on India's 
domestic politics. 

The Jan Sangh was one of five 
opposition parties that merged 
into Janata in 1977 and toppled 
Mrs. Gandhi from office in the 
national election.

Israel begins work 
on two settlements 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, April 5 ( R) — Israel has begun work on 
the construction of two new settlements in the occupied West Bank 
near the town of Jericho, agriculture ministry sources said today. 

They said the settlements, known as Jericho Outpost B and Almog 
C, win be the first of a cluster of six the government intends building. 

Local residents reported that bulldozers began earthmoving work 
in the area last Tuesday. 

The government's decision to begin work on the settlements came 
less than two weeks in advance of Prime Minister Menachem Begin "s 
trip to Washington for talks with U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 

The U.S. has stated that it regards Israeli settlements in the 
occupied territories as illegal and an obstacle to peace. 

Government sources said last week that the decision was partly 
Intended as a signal to the U.S. that Mr. Begin would not be pressured 
on the settlement issue in the forthcoming summit. 

Mr. Begin and Egyptian President .Anwar Sadat are due to hold 
separate talks with President Carter later this month to try and 
achieve some progress in the negotiations on Palestinian autonomy. 
With the target date of May 26 looming, almost no agreement between 
the sides has been recorded, alter ten months of negotiations. 

The decision to build the new settlements appeared to contradict the 
provisions of the slate budget which was approved by the Knesset last 
month. The budget allocated some 300 million shekels |S72 million) 
for enlarging existing settlements but did not include any provisions 
for new ones to be built. 

But the English-language Jerusalem Post quoted an aide of Agricul- 
ture Minister Ariel Sharon on Thursday as saying that finding the 
money would not be a problem.

TEHRAN, April 5 (Agencies) — Iran's clergy-led Islamic Republican Party 
today strongly criticised moves to trailer the U.S. embassy hostages to 
government control and said they should remain in the hands of their 
student captors.

It said President Carter was try- 
ing to secure a hostage transfer in 
order to win the presidential elec- 
tion. and to enable him to launch 
“massive propaganda against the 
Islamic Republic in the world." 

"In this connection, it is neces- 
sary to note that no guarantee by a 
colonialist government which for 
half a century has plundered our 
nation with ail its power, is accept- 
able to us and nothing could 
ensure execution of such guaran- 
tees." the party said. 

Washington has threatened to 
impose further sanctions against 
Iran unless the transfer goes 
ahead, arguing that with the hos- 
tages under government control 
they will have access to regular vis- 
its by neutral observers and better 
medical attention. 

Sources close to the IRP lead- 
ership said the party feared the 
transfer would be the first step 
towards releasing the hostages. 
They said there would be great 
pressures on the government to 
free the Americans becuve their 
continues detention would be a 
violation of international law. 

Ayatollah Khomeini has said he 
wants the hostage*.' fate decided 
by Iran's \et- to-be-elected par- 
liament but he has not spoken 
specifically of his views on their 
possible transfer. 

The embassy students and the 
foreign ministry today denied 
there would be a joint student- 
government meeting with the 
revolutionary leader to try to 
resolve the issue.

A spokesman for the militant 
said former Greek Catholic Arch- 
bishop Hilarion Capucci of 
Jerusalem visited the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran today to 
arrange Easter services for the 
American hostages. 

Msgr. Capucci, who arrived 
here last night, saw some 30 of the 
hostages last February when he 
attended celebrations marking the 
first anniversary of the Iranian 
revolution. 

Informed sources told Reuters 
earlier this week that Msgr. 
Capucd would be invited to 
Tehran to see the hostages once 
their transfer had been arranged. 

It appeared the government had 
since decided to invite him despite 
the continuing uncertainty about 
the future of the transfer. 

The archbishop was released 
from an Israeli jail in 1977 after 
serving three years of a 12-year 
sentence for his opposition to the 
Israeli occupation authorities. 

The student spokesman said 
Msgr. Capucci did not see any hos- 
"tages during his two and a half 
hour visit to the embassy today,’ 
but he would be officiating at Eas- 
ter services for the Americans 
tomorrow, accompanied by three 
U.S. priests due here tonight.

Bani-Sadr urges Sadat’s 
overthrow, Shah’s return 

TEHRAN. April 5 (R)--President Abol Hassun Bani-Sadr today 
called on Egyptians to rise up and over* brow P v - r L* * A nv.

In a message to the Egyptian people broadcast by The ran Radio, 
the Iranian leader said: “The demonstration of the Egyptian students 
and youth indicates that the Egyptian nation is not in favour of the 
Egyptian iictaior." He slid Iran wants the “Mi-lim •»«. as. 
Egyptian people “to rise up against the puppet regime 3nd w jnts i e 
deposed Shah to be returned to Iran.” 

President Sadat cited humanitarian motives in giving asylum to 
Iran’s ex-ruler when he fled Panama last month, the day before Iran 
was due to open an extradition case against him. 

In a reference to President Sadat's peace treaty with Israel. Mr. 
Bani-Sadr said: “It is hoped that his message is followed until the fall 
of the regime which prefers the interests of the enemies of Muslims 
and Lhe friendship of the number one enemy of the Iranian Nation 
to the interests of the Islamic Nation.” 

Iran joined most Arab states in severing diplomatic ties with Egypt 
last year when President Sadat signed the peace treaty with Israel. 

Iran’s revolutionary leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini last 
week described Mr. Sadat as a traitor and said the Shah’s move to 
Egypt, where he seems certain to be sheltered from Iranian attempts 
to have him returned for trial, had destroyed any chance of a "so- 
called respectable solution" to the U.S.-lranian hostage crisis. 

Several hundred Egyptian students have demonstrated against the 
former monarch's presence in their country and one such demon- 
stration in southern Egypt led to violent incidents in which several 
students were injured. 

President Bani-Sadr recalled that President Gnmal Abdul Nasser. 
Mr. Sadat’s predecessor, had cut diplomatic ties with the Shah's 
regime. 

"The one who unjustly took Nassef's place is openly hostile to the 
Islamic revolution of Iran and the government which is the friend of 
all Arab nations and ready for every kind of cooperation in the great 
struggle against the domination of Zionism as the means of LLS. 
domination," Mr. Bani-Sadr said.

PRESIDENT Sadat's idea of "implying” Palestinian 
"autonomv" on the residents of the Israeli-oecupied Gaza 
Strip is yet another example of his willingness— eagerness, 
even— to play into Israel's hands. 

It takes a had idea— autonomy— and makes it worse. It 
undermines a lot of the gains that have been, and arc being, 
made towards accommodating rival nationalisms in Pales- 
tine. 1 1 seriously erodes the position of the Palestinians in 
pressing their just and correct demands for a national 
homeland, it proposes bringing the unacceptable concept 
of “limited self-rule" down on the heads of the Gazans, 
whose struggle for independence, self-determination and a 
complete end to the occupation of their homeland is every 
bit as real and us important as that of the Palestinians of the 
West Bank, or the Palestinians of the diaspora, or indeed 
the Palestinians of pre- 1967 Israel. And while proposing to 
bestow the dubious “blessings" of “autonomy" on the 
Gazans, it gives Israel, and the rest of the world, an excuse 
for ignoring the stateless plight of all those other Pales- 
tinians. who will be promised only that “one day. this too 
can be yours." But such a goal, even if it were desirable, 
would be left to the Israelis to implement, at the very time 
when they are engaged in settling, colonising, exprop- 
riating and annexing the West Bank. 

All this is bad enough, and more than sufficient reason 
for the immediate rejection of Mr. Sadat's proposal by the 
Gazans themselves. 

But the worst aspect of all is that the Sadat scheme 
seeks to divide the Palestinians against themselves. And 
that is what surely makes it most unacceptable of all. 
“Divide and rule" is an established mode of stale man- 
ipulation: Sadat apparently wishes to change this to “divide 
and ‘self-rule/ ” 

The scheme is typical of the tendencies which Mr. 
Sadat has shown from the beginning of his negotiations 
with Israel to flout the indivisibility of the Palestine ques- 
tion. First he sheers off the timetable for "normalisation of 
relations" with Israel from the question of progress on the 
actual issues at stake in the negotiations. Then he seeks to 
separate the question of Jerusalem from the other aspects 
of the problem. Now he proposes to make of Gaza some 
sort of grotesque lest case for Mr. Begin' s plans for a 
Greater Israel.

Violence mars W. Bank 
Holy Saturday rites 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
April 5. | A Pi- -Christian pilgrims 
held candlelight prayers at the 
Tomb of Christ this holy Saturday 
bi mark the day before the 
anniversary of the resurrection. 

In Kumuikth. near Jerusalem, a 
religious procession erupted into a 
rock-throwing protest against 
Israeli troops by Palestinian 
youths. But the main celebrations 
in Jerusalem itself were unmurred 
by Middle East tensions. 

The litanies of the Roman 
Carbolic. Greek. Orthodox. 
Armenian. Coptic and other East- 
ern Churches echoed through the 
incense-filled Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre in a quick succession of 
prayers. Protestants held separate 
services outside the city walls. 

In Ramailah. a group of youths 
taking part in the annual 
candlelight procession to the 
church spied some Israeli troops 
standing nearby. According to 
Deputy Mayor Pastor Ode h Ran- 
tisi. the troops fired tear gas at the 
youths and arrested a number of 
them. 

“The army came dose and pro- 
voked the young people." Mr. 
Rantisi said. “We are protesting 
this. The soldiers had no place 
there." 

Despite the incident, the pro- 
cession continued to the Ramailah 
church for prayers 

Catholics held a sparsely 
attended dawn pontifical Mass of 
the Blessing of the Fire sym- 
bolising the light Jesus gave to the 
world. A solemn procession was 
held from Calvary* “fo the 
mausoleum of the sepulchre a few 
feet away. 

In the afternoon thousands of 
Greek Orthodox pilgrims 
crammed into the Srtti-year-old 
church for a similar divine liturgy, 
jostling to light their candles from 
the flame hi ought out of the tomb 
by Metre politan Vasilios of 
Caesaria. 

" You have to look a long way to 
find an exciting moment like 
that.” said Father Constantine 
Vulaitis. chancellor of the Pitt- 
sburg Greek Orthodox di»>cese. 
who will narrate a live television 
broadcast ol* Sunday’s .service to 
the United States. 

With their candles flickering in 
the darkened church, the pilgrims 


marched around the massive 
mausoleum three times before fil- 
ing into the church courtyard 
where the peal of churchbells 
filled the air. 

It was a bruising experience, 
“hut to he in a crush like that 
makes you feel at one with human- 
ity. Father Vobitis said. 

Holy week fell simultaneously 
this year for the Catholic and 
Orthodox churches, requiring a 
careful scheduling of prayers to 
accommodate the various faiths 
inside the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 

At the same time Jews cele- 
brated the fifth day of the week- 

long Passover holiday com- 
memorating the exodus of the 
ancient Israelites from Egypt. 
Israeli officials estimated about 
95.IHM1 Christian and Jewish vis- 
itors wore here for the holiday sea- 
son. 

Devout Jews gathered Friday 
evening in another area of the old 
city to recite the song of songs at 
the wailing wall, the last remnant 
ok the biblical temple. 

Metropolitan Vasilios. whose 
rank equals that of a Catholic 
archbishop, said the complicated 
and closely timed schedule 
worked out two months ago by the 
various churches was being faith- 
fully kept. 

The common Easter, he told the 
Associated Press, -is a blessing 
because we show to the world that 
we are like one family, which was 
the prayer of our Lord. 

“We are giving an excellent 
example to all communities with 
our spirit of axiperation and 
brotherly love, the metropolitan, 
said. 

Greek Orthodox climax Easter 
celebrations in the church with a 
midnight service of the resur- 
rection while Catholics and Pro- 
testants pray in dozens of churches 
throughout the city. 

Catholics will celebrate a pon- 
tifical mass Sunday morning in the 
church led by the Latin patriarch 
of Jerusalem, Monsignor 
Giacomo Giuseppe Beltritli. 

Meanwhile Pope John Paul II 
celebrated an Easter vigil mass in 
the splendor of St. Peter's 
Basilicaca tonight, leading the 
world's 720 million Roman 
Catholics in the commemoration 
of Christ’s resurrection.

Cabinet members make extensive 
tour of Maqarin and Jordan Valle

AMMAN. April 5 -- The increas- 
ing importance of ihe Jordan Val- 
ley in the development of the 
country's agricultural resources 
and the need to get a first-hand 
understanding of how this 
development is being planned 
provided a trio of cabinet minis- 
ters with the incentive to make a 
day-long reconnaissance trip to 
the valley today. 

Dr. Qusem A! Rimawi. minister 
of agriculture. Dr. Jamal Sha’cr. 
minister of municipal, rural and 
environmental affairs and Dr. 
Jawad Anani, minister of supply, 
accompanied by a handful of gov- 
ernment officials, were briefed at 
every stop in the journey by Dr. 
Munther Haddadin. Senior Vice 
President of the Jordan Valley 
Authority. 

The ministerial team first made 
its way to the far north of the coun- 
try. where the River Yarmouk 
marks the boundaries between 
Jordan and Syria and Israel. In this 
politically sensitive urea con- 


struction of the main component 
of the Jordan Valley Irrigation 
Scheme Stage Two, the Maqarin 
Dam. is scheduled to begin early 
next year. 

From the top of a steep hill over- 
looking the river. Dr. Haddadin 
pointed out the four sources of 
water that meet at Maqarin to 
form the Yarmouk, the Jordan 
River’s main tributary. Three of 
these wadis flow’ in from Syria and 
one from Jordan. 

The Maqarin Dam will regulate 
the flow of the River Yarmouk. 
which has an annual average yield 
of 242 million cubic metres, and 
allow extension of the East Ghor 
Main Canal a final 14.5 kilometres 
from its present ending point 
south of Karaftieh down to the 
Dead Sea. An area of 9.820 hec- 
tares of land will thus be brought 
under irrigation and 1 1.930 hec- 
tares will be convened to sprinkler 
irrigation. 

The Maqarin Dam, to be built 
over a period of five years at a cost 
of about $b5U million, will have a 
design capacity of 486 million 
cuhic metres. It is proposed Jo 


pump 1 00 million cuhic metres 
per year to replenish Amman’s 
domestic water supply and 26 mil- 
lion to Zrbid. More than a dozen 
foreign governments and agencies 
are to help fund this massive 
scheme with its total estimated 
cost of more than a thousand mil- 
lion dollars. 

After a visit to the site office, 
where the party learned that the 
detailed investigations and design 
study are iri final stages, the team 
made its way down to the. Jordan 
Valley past the point where the' 
Yarmouk forks. One branch con-; 
rinues its natural course down to 
the River Jordan and the other 
flows into the East Ghor Cunal.

Tuesday night’s formal opening 
took place in Oxford’s elegant 
She 1 do nian Theatre, a monument 
of outstanding 17th century an 
and architecture. After the wel- 
coming speeches of Prince Has- 
san, Oxford’s Vice-chancellor Sir 
Rex Richards, British Foreign 
Office Minister of State Douglas 
Hurd and Jordan's Director Gen- 
eral of Antiquities Adnan Hadidi, 
Britain's Prince Charles said a few 
words. 

Fresh from the enthronement of 
the new Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, the Prince of Wales 
admitted that he tried to do too 
many things in one day, and 
thought that from the looks of the 
conference's schedule, everyone 
there had the same problem. He 
added that unfortunately this 
opening was the nearest he had 
ever come to visiting Jordan, but 
that he intended to rectify that 
lapse, soon. With little further ado 
(but managing to get in a few good 
words for his own university of 
Cambridge, Oxford’s rival). 
Prince Charles declared the con- 
ference open. 

There was good reason to be 
impressed with the conference's 
-working schedule. For although it 
was in a sense a pause from the 


world outside, there was certainly 
plenty of activity in that pause. 
There were ten working sessions 
during the five days, and in each 
session at least three papers were ' 
presented and discussed 
Each morning and afternoon ' 
the participants walked the short 
distance from Christ Church’s 
main gate to the University Cha- 
plaincy.

But fc> many of those 
attending, the greater value of the 
sessions was in the remarks that 
were prompted from the floor— in 
hearing what may result when 
some of the world's leading scho- 
lars in their field put their heads 


system of Early Bronze Age Jawa

particularly controversial, did 
nevertheless present new and sig- 
nificant conclusions. One which 
had very useful applications to 
much of the work currently being 
done in Jordan was that of Dr. 
James A. Sauer, who presented a 
typological system for Early 
Islamic pottery based on work 
done only in the past teD or so 
years. 

Prince Hassan, although pat- 
ronising the conference, was 
unable to attend all of its sessions. 

Indeed, as he said at one point, he 
felt be should not be present at all 
times, for fear of unduly influenc- 
ing the proceedings. But be was 
there a good deal of the time, and 
made some significant con- 
tributions to the discussion of a 
number of the papers. Princesses - 
Dina and Alia attended every ses- 
sion. 

The success of such a gathering 
is difficult to judge. For in the case 
of scholarly papers, one has to be 
something of an expert on every 
field dealt with to evaluate their 
contributions. It was clear that not 
every paper contained a startling 
revelation. 

But to quote Dr. Hadidi, the 
aim of the conference was “to 
bring together scholars of inter- 
national repute whose work 
reflects, in diverse ways, the his- 
tory of Jordan from earliest pre- 
historic times to the end of the 
Ottoman period. AH facets, 

including Jordan's cultural rela- 
tionship with other countries 
(were to) be reviewed.” The con- 
ference certainly succeeded in 
meeting these goals. In the words 


of another leading participant, it 
was “a look at where we are." 

In opening the conference. 
Prince Hassan called for sugges- 
tions and proposals relative to the 
establishment of a centre or panel 
of experts on Jordanian archaeol- 
ogy to ptamote historical research 
and cooperation in. the field. Ideas 
were discussed throughout the 
week, and the participants met in 
national caucuses to draw up 
proposals. Finally an ad hoc com- 
mittee of representatives elected 
by the national groups met with 
the Prince, and issued a statement. 

The statement, read by Prince 
Hassan at the conference's closing 
session, calls for the establishment 
of a centre in Amman for the"col- 
lation and systematic pre- 
sentation" of data concerning 
Jordan’s resources. But the state- 
ment goes on to say; 

“The centre is envisaged as Rav- 
ing research facilities of its own, 
but in the first instance its main 
function will be that of an advisory 
body for the dissemination of any 
information which might be 
required by scholars working in 
the field of Middle Eastern 
archaeology and associated dis- 
ciplines.” 

On Sunday night, March 30, 
Prince Hassan and Princess Sar- 
vath hosted a dinner for all par- 
ticipants in Christ Church's Hall. 

As the participants began to 
recover from the conference's 
gruelling schedule. Prince Hassan 
spoke of some of the achieve- 
ments of this gathering and his 
hopes for future ones. One of the 
main benefits of the Oxford con- 


ference was that it led to broader 
contacts between Arabs and Wes- 
terners. “If Arabs are to fce under- 
stood” the Prince said, “they

should be given the opportunity tc 
communicate their ideas, aspi- 
rations and hopes in a dialogue 
unimpeded by stereotypes.” This 
was certainly one of the con- 
ference's achievements. 

Future conferenccson Jordan's 
history and archaeology are 
planned to take place once every 
two years. Oxford is not. however, 
the probable venue for these 
gatherings: they will take place “in 
Amman or elsewhere as approp- 
riate,” Dr. Hudidi said. In Prince 
Hassan’s words.

AQABA, April 5 (JT)-Chivalry was the name of the game here 
today as football teams from the Jordanian Armed Forces and from a 
visiting French navy warship fought to an exciting 4-4 draw before a 
lively if understandably partisan crowd of 1,500 Aqabans.

LONDON. April 5 IR) — Veteran striker Jimmy Greenhoff 
returned dramatically after a year of injury to score the winning 
goal as Manchester United beat Liverpool 2-1 and kept alive the 
English football first division race today. United's victory moved 
them to within four points of leaders Liverpool and left the 
championship within their reach. Each side has six games remain- 
ing. 

Greenhoff scored his last goal for United in the Football 
Association (FA) Cup semi-final a year ago yesterday in a 1-0 
reply victory over Liverpool, and his last full game for the club was 
the Cup final which followed. A severe pelvic strain has kepi him 
out of action, but having confirmed his fitness in several recent 
reserve games, he was named to start today by United manager 
Dave Sexton. 

He seemed to be struggling for speed in the opening half, but 
he broke the game open in the 64th minute when he raced in to 
knock home a header from Joe Jordan. Liverpool had taken the 
early lead through Kenny Dalglish after 14 minutes, but Micky 


Thomas equalised five minutes later. Liverpool keeper Ray Ge- 
mence was forced to make two spectacular saves after Greenhoff 
scored and United captain Ray Wilkins hit the crossbar as his club 
dominated the second half. 

Ipswich extended their unbeaten league run to 1 9 matches by 
beating rival eastern England club Norwich 4-2 to stay in third 
place two points behind United. Arsenal remained fourth with a 

1- 1 draw against Southampton. 

Nottingham Forest, who play their European Cup semi-final 
against Ajax Amsterdam next week, dropped a 5-2 match today 
to Aston Villa, who took over fifth place.

India’s Assam state 
moves to quell unrest 


CALCUTTA, April 5 (Agencies) - 
The government of India’s north- 
eastern Assam state today prepared to 


call in troops to quell growing civO 
unrest in which more than 80 people 
have been killed. 


An official announcement said 
the state had been declared a dis- 
turbed area and that the use of the 
armed forces had been deemed 
necessary. 

The army has been called in at 
least four times since agitation to 
expel immigrants from the state 
began last September, but the new 
order provides for a wider use of' 
troops to impose order. 

Soldiers were already patrolling 
the Hailakandi district of Assam, 
where two people were killed in 
the latest rioting last Monday. 

About 15,000 people have been 
made homeless since students 
bagan the agitatioirto expel Beng- 
ali" Bangladeshi and Nepali 


immigrants. 

The students have also picketed 
Assam oil refineries and instal- 
lations, stopping the 5.5 million 
tonnes annual flow of crude from 
the state. 

Thousands of people including 
women and children, today staged 
a sit-in demonstration outside 
government offices throughout 
Assam, the Press Trust of India 
(PTI) reported from the state cap- 
ital of Gauhati. 

More than 600 demonstrators, 
mostly women, courted arrest by 
sitting outside the deputy com-- 
missioned office in Gauhati, but 
there were no reports of violence, 1 
PTI said. 


Kabul endorses treaty 
on Soviet troops’ stay 


MOSCOW, April 5 (R) - The 
pro-Moscow government in- 
Afghanistan has endorsed an 
agreement on the terms of the 
Soviet military presence in the 
country following similar action 
by the Soviet leadership.the Soviet 
news agency TASS announced 
today. 

The Kremlin agency, reporting 
from the Afghan capital of Kabul, 
said the praesidium of the ruling 
Revolutionary Council had 
approved a treaty “on the terms of 
the temporary stay on Afghanis- 
tan's territory of a limited con- 
tingent of Soviet troops." 

But, as in its announcement of 
Soviet endorsement last night, 
TASS did not spell out details of 
the agreement which is thought to 
have been signed last month dur- 
ing a two-day visit to the Soviet 
capital by’ Afghan Foreign Minis- 
ter Shah Mohammad Dost. 

Western and Asian diplomats in 
. Moscow said the new agreement 
■ was intended to formalise terms of 
the 80.000-or-so Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan. 

The Soviet leadership has stated 
publicly that Soviet soldiers will 
stay in Afghanistan until all organ- 
ised opposition to President Bab- 
rak Ka anal's Marxist government 
has ceased. 

The agreement is believed to be 
a protocol added to the 1978 
friendship and cooperation treaty 
signed between President Leonid 
Brezhnev and the then Afghan 
president Noor Mohammad 
Tarafcki. 

It was under that treaty that 
Soviet forces were officially said to 
have been sent into Afghanistan 
shortly before the Dec. 27 coup in 
which Mr. Karmal was installed in 
power. 

Meanwhile, in Bonn, West 
German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt said in an interview 
released yesterday that the Soviet 
Union might be persuaded to 
withdraw its troops from 
Afghanistan if Western nations 
pledged not to make the country 
an anti-Soviet bastion. 

Mr. Schmidt, repeating appeals 
by (he European Economic 
Community for a Soviet pull-out, 
said that he did not believe Mos- 
cow would withdraw its troops 
unless the West gave guarantees 
for the non-aligned status.

A Soviet withdrawal would be 
made easier if it was made clear 
that Afghanistan would not be 
made “into a bastion of the West 
against the Soviet Union," he told 
the Munich newspaper Muen- 
chener Merkur in the interview to 
appear today. 

The chancellor denied that 
there had been friction between 
West Germany and the United 
States over the formulation of a 
Western response to the Afghan 
crisis.

Following the breakdown of 
negotiations, hundreds of the 
prime minister's supporters 
launched a week-long counter- 
agitation in neighbouring West 
Bengal state whJdi stopped rail 
and road transport to Assam. 

They claimed the Assamese 
movement was committing 
atrocities against Indian-born 
Bengalis as well as the alleged 
aliens. 

The action led to charges that 
Mrs. Gandhi was trying to exploit 
the situation for political advan- 
tage in West Bengal, ruled by a 
Marxist government opposed to 
her. 



Gipsies protest at Dachau 

DACHAU, West Germany, April 5 (Agencies) - Dressed in prison 
garb and carrying memorial wreaths, a group of Gipses (photo) 
launched a hunger strike and protest march yesterday at the site of 
the Dachau concentration camp, north of Munich. About 20 gip- 
sies joined in the hunger strike while about 80 others marched 
around the fenced-in compound, carrying a banner that read, 
“End discrimination of gypsies.” 

The camp now serves as a monument to the thousands who died 
there as victims of the Nazis, including about 500,000 gipsies. 

A spokesman Tor tbe group said they were demanding an end to 
social discrimination, as well as financial discrimination by the 
West German Government. The spokesman claimed the gypsies 
receive less compensation for sufferings during tbe Nazi era, as 
compared with Jews and other persecuted groups. ( AP wirepboto) 


Over 300 Cubans pour into Havana’s 
Peruvian embassy seeking asylum 


HAVANA, April 5 (Agencies) - More than 300 
Cubans ttying to get out of the country have 
poured into the Peruvian embassy in Havana since 
Cuba yesterday withdrew its armed guards from 
the gates, embassy officials said today. 

They began streaming to the embassy, scrambl- 
ing over the fence or dodging through a side gate, 
immediately after the government announced it 
was removing the guards. 

The move followed a diplomatic row over a 
series of incidents in which Cubans seeking asy- 
lum have crashed cars through fences into the 
Peruvian and Venezuelan embassies. 

Cuba yesterday accused the two countries of 
encouraging the dissident Cubans by giving them 
asylum. 

Early today, a Peruvian count put the number 
jammed into the embassy grounds at 315. The 
Cubans themselves were patrolling the fence on 
the inside. 

But the refugees could be tn for a long wait. 
Cuba also announced yesterday it would no longer 
grant safe conduct out of the country to anyone 
forcing his way into a foreign embassy.

Fighting erupts again in Chad capital 


N'DJAMENA, April 5 (R) - 
Shelling and firing erupted again 
today in the two-week-old battle 
for the Chad capital. 

The fighting was in northern 
parts of the city but there was no 
sign that either President 
Goukouni Oueddei's forces or 
those of Defence Minister Hissene 
Habre were near to breaking the 
apparent stalemate in their fight.

Thousands in Peking mark 
Tiananmen riots anniversary 


PEKING, April 5 (R) - 
Thousands of people filed five 
abreast through Chairman Mao 
Tsetung’s mausoleum in Peking's 
central Tiananmen Square today 
oq the fourth anniversary of the 
Tiananmen riots. 

The 1976 riots broke out after 
wreaths commemorating the 
popular premier Chou Enlai dur- 
ing the Qingming festival for the 
dead were removed from the 
square by the army. 

The riots, five months before 
Chairman Mao's death, have since 
been declared a heroic act of 
rebellion. 

Yesterday and today, several 
thousand schoolchildren took pari 
in memorial services on the 
square. They swore oaths of 
allegiance to the communist 
cause. 

They filed in long columns past 
the monument to revolutionary 
martyrs, where about 100 wreaths 
were laid for yesterday’s Qingm- 
ing festival. 

Qingming, fixed according to 
the lunar calendar, took place this 
year on April 4. Rain during the 
night had washed out many of the 
inscriptions, but had not dam- 
pened the enthusiasm of the 
crowds who created something of 
a carnival atmosphere on the 
square. 

In line with the current 
emphasis on collective leadership, 
most of the wreaths of paper flow- 
ers, contributed mainly by schools 
and colleges, bore inscriptions to 
old- guard revolutionary heroes. 

Bur a number commemorated 
the late disgraced president Liu 
Shaoqi, who was rehabilitated five 
weeks ago after being the Com- 
munist Party’s chief bogeyman for 
more than a decade from 1966. 

Several praised Premier Chou, 
regarded as representing the 
moderate face of Chinese com- 
munism. Only one or two were 


laid in memory of Chairman Mao 
himself. 

Chairman Mao is now regarded 
as having made mistakes in the last 
decade of his life, when he 
launched the cultural revolution 
and promoted to power the so- 
called “gang of four" extremist 
leaders arrested shortly after bis 
death. 

There was no sign of the dissent 
which marked previous anniver- 
saries of the April 5 riots. Peking’s 
“democracy wall” was closed 
down four months ago. and the 
Communist Party’ has since prop- 
osed deleting from the Chinese 
constitution the right to put up 
wall posters.

Eritrean rebels reject self-rule offer 


BEIRUT, Lebanon, April 5 (Agencies) -- The Eritrean Liberation 
Front ( ELF) has rejected an offer of self-rule in the emhattled Red 
Sea province made recently by the Soviet-backed Ethiopian regime 
of Colonel Mengistu Haile Mariam. 

“We settle for nothing short of self-determination and negoti- 
ations without prior conditions.” said Mr. Ahmad Nasser, head of the 
ELF Revolutionary Council, at a news conference in Beirut yes- 
terday. 

Col. Mengistu, whose Soviet-equipped forces tried hard in the last 
two years to quell the 19-year Eritrean rebellion, offered “a measure 
of self-rule to be negotiated as a basis for a peaceful settlement." 

Mr. Nassers public rejection blunts attempts by Sudan and 
reported offers by the Italian Communist Party to mediate between 
the Eritrean rebels and the Addis Ababa government. 

Eritrea, a 45,000 squarc-miJe former Italian colony on Africa's 
east coast, was annexed by former emperor Haile Selassie in 1 962 to 
provide Ethiopia with an outlet to the sea. The ELF declared its 
rebellion shortly afterwards, demanding full independence. 

In the early 1970s, the Marxist Eritrean Popular Liberation Front 
(EPLF) branched out from the ELF. 

The EPLF also insists on full independence and rejects suggestions

that the conflict could be settled through the establishment of an 
Ethiopian- Eritrean federation. 

Mr. Nasser charged the Ethiopian Government had readied a 
30.000-man army for a new offensive to crush the rebellion. “We are 
ready to take them on and they will be made to realise that they 
cannot resolve the Eritrean problem by force," Mr. Nasser added. 

He said ELF recent talks with Mr. Fidel Castro’s government in 
Havana resulted in a pledge to allow no Cuban troops to be used iri 
military operations against the Eritrean guerrillas. Cuba is believed 
to have about 2,000 troops in the Horn of Africa. 

Mr. Nasser said Ethiopian troops holding Eritrea's main cities 
have Soviet advisors. “ But no Soviet troops were seen m action in 
Eritrea so far,” he added. 

Mr. Nasser said the estimated 20,000 guerrillas of the Eritrean 
rebellion hold the entire countryside of the province and rhar hun- 
dreds of Ethiopian soldiers and officers have turned themselves in to 
the ELF to avert further hit-and-run raids. 

‘USSR favours negotiated peace’ 


Mr. Nasser said the Soviet Union favours a negotiated peace to end 
the protracted war. Mr. Nasser, who visited Moscow earlier this year 
at the invitation of the Soviet Communist -Party's Central Com- 
mittee. said that the Russians had told him the Eritrea conflict could 
not be ended by military force. They had stressed the need for a 
peaceful solution. 

_ The Soviets, Mr. Nasser said, had not offered any concrete sugges- 
tions on how to end tbe war. 

Arab diplomats in Beirut said the Soviet Union appeared alarmed 
by military losses inflicted on its Ethiopian allies in recent months. 
The Ethiopians have lost at least 2.000 troops and several thousand 
wounded in battles since the beginning of 1980, Mr. Nasser said. 

He predicted international attention would focus on Eritrea and 
the Horn of Africa soon as a result of superpower conflict in the wake 
of the Afghanstan^and Iran crises. 

The guerrilla leader said a severe drought in Eritrea had brought 
200,000 people dose to starvation, with another 750,000 severely 
affected by food shortages. He said that 90 people died of emadation 
last week alone in the Dankalia region along the Red Sea coast. He 
added that some 227,000 tons of durra — an African food grain — 
were needed this year to make good the shortfall caused by drought.
